I believe the Office erred in holding that the patent was abandoned. Specifically, I point 
to the fact that the Notice of Abandonment was sent 21 months after the. Notice to File Missing 
Parts was presumably sent and 15 months after the end of any possible extension period which 
could have been obtained. I respectfully submit that it is not unreasonable to assume that there 
was an err by some clerical personnel who found the non-sent Notice to File Missing Parts 21 
months after the filing receipt was sent and decided that, rather than send the Notice to File 
Missing Parts, to send dCit the Notice of Abandonment instead. I understand that this type of 
delay is not at all consistent with Office policy, and I certainly have never experienced this type 
of delay before.
